The Wails From the Jail. 


The prisoners in the county jail com- 


plain—not that they do not receive 
enough to eat, but—that they have no 
variety. Our reporter witnessed tlie 
food with which they were supplied last 
evening, and it was wholesome, consist- 
ing of a large pan of rice, about one-third 
of a loaf of bread, and a generous allow- 
ance of meat stew. A large cup of tea, 
with a small quantity of sugar, was also 
given to each man. The prisoners claim 
that the officers will not allow them to 
communicate with their attorneys. They 
also claim that they are not allowed to 
have any reading matter, but like the 
former complaint there is more to it not 
stated. It is only when they are being 
punished for some breach of discipline 
that the reading matter they have or 
that friends bring them, is denied them.
